to  be  little  hope  of  rehousing  these  families.  all 
concerned  v/ith  housing  are  acutely  conscious  of  the  need 
for  a rehousing  programme  as  soon  as  possible. 

liVater  Sunnly:  The  water  supply  of  the  four  areas 

is  under  constant  supervision  as  to  quality  and  quantity 
and  although  many  houses  do  not  yet  possess  a regular 
piped  supply  of  good  vmter  the  outlook  is  brighter  as 
new  schemes  already  approved  will  soon  be  in  operation. 

The  importance  of  the  Care  of,  Old  People  is  much  in 
our  minds  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  assess  the  needs 
of  elderly  persons  in  our  Rural  Areas.  In  the  Borough 
of  Hythe  there  is  already  established  an  Old  People's 
welfare  Comnittee  which  is  dealing  adequately  with  the 
problem. 

I should  like  to  thanic  the  four  Councils 
for  the ir_ constant  support  and  interest,  and  also  the 
Sanitary  inspectors  and  their  staffs  for  their  helpful 
oo-operati on.

During  the  year  1948?  the  erection  of  60  new 
Uouncil  rlouses  was  completed,  mcucing  a total  for  tr+e 
post-war  period  of  98*  At  the  end  of  1948?  there  vi/ere 
also  42  Council  Houses  in  course  of  construction, 

The  total  nuraher  of  occupiio'd  houses  ov/nod  by  the  Council 
at  the  end  of  1948  v/as  202,  equal  to  6.670  of  the  total 
number  of  houses  in  the  District.

Hop  Pjcxers  Camps. 

The  number  of  camps  usually  occupied  during  the 
hop-picking  season  is  13»  all  of  which  are  in  the 
Parish  of  Chilham.  The  total  number  of  huts  is  540 
and  the  number  of  imported  pickers  is  approximately  2,000. 
The  water  supply  in  all  cases  is  sufficient,  and  is  almost 
entirely  from  the  main  supply.  At  one  camp  action  has 
been  taken  to  secure  the  replacement  of  a group  of 
24  huts  which  are  subject  to  flooding  in  bad  weather. 

At  the  same  camp  some  improvement  has  been  requested  in 
the  drainage  of  roofs  and  the  ground  surrounding  the 
huts  which  is  apt  to  become  waterlogged.  Paving  or 
cementing  of  earth  floors  to  certain  huts  has  been 
urged  on  the  Owners.  The  closet  accommodation  of  the 
camps  is  all  of  the  portable  or  pail-closet  type. 
Scavenging  and  camp  supjrvision  continue  to  require 
fur  the  r imp  roveme  n t ,
